Stockholm, May 26. We have received certain 
Advice by Letters written from Finland the oth, 
that on the 3d there had been an AGtion at Sea 
Gf Abo, between a Swedifh Man of War and 
three Galleys, and 86 Mufcovite Veffels, which 
were all taken or funk: Of 300 Mufcovite Prifo- 
ners taken on that Occafion 47 are already brought 
hither, and more are expe&ted fhortly. The 
vernment have received the following Account of 
that AGtion. 


"TW O Swedith Galleys having #pproached the 


Harbour of Abo, and perceiving there a o 
Number of Veffels great and fmall, made a fhew 
at firft of retiring. The Mufcovites feeing that, 

out of the Post with all their Veffels aiid Shal- 

Tops to the Number of 80, well manned with 
Soldiers and Rowers, and attacked the Swedihh 
Galleys : But thefe retiring as they fought, held 
the vites in play till another Galley and a 
Man of War called the Wolgaft came to their Af- 
fiftance, and then renewed the Fight with all 

igour. The Mufcovites hereupon endeavoured 
to draw off, but having engaged too far, all their 

Neffels were taken or funk, and above 300 Men 
taken Prifoners, among them two Captains and 
fome Licatenanis. In fix Finland Veffels which were 
among them, were found feveral Grenadiers of 

divers Nations, with fome Stores of Ammunition 

and Provifions, which were immediately fent to 
our Fleet at Hanghen.

Madrid; May 21. The “King was éxtremel
